until the inquest,”’ said Nelson Lee last night. 
“I cannot say whether it is a murder or 
accident or robbery theory that we are work- 
ing on, but we will be able to establish that 
our father did not kill himself. We want to 
do more than that, however. We want to 
punish those responeible for his death.”’ 
Mr. Lee, who was 61 years of age, had a 
prosperous business and a happy home and 
good health. He left his office at 6 o’clock on 
the night of Dec. 12, and was accompanied by 
his son to the elevated station, That was the 
last seen of the old man by his relatives. 


Some Circumstances Already Known. 

That night Mr. Lee did not arrive at home 
and the next day his body was found at the 
edge of the lake. There were several bruises 
on his head and face, as though he had been 
struck by some blunt instrument. His wal- 
let, in which he was in the habit of carrying 
considerable sums of money, was missing 
from the body. 

No motive for committing suicide would be 
admitted by the members of the family.

Similarly the location of the institutiog 
has not been determined, two sites being 
at the disposal of the banker. It is the ip- 
tention in the course of time to put up a new 
building for the bank. 

While Mr. Forgan declined to reveal the 
names of the persons who are to be associated 
with him, it is known that big mercantile, 
manufacturing, and commercial interests are 
to be prominently represented in the organi- 
gation of the institution. The bank will do 
a general banking business, the expectation 
being that cosiderable business will be drawn 
from the First National through affiliation 
with the retiring vice president. 


Commercial Association Clients. 

One of the principal sources of business 
which the new bank will enjoy is to be found 
in the varied tnterests comprising the Com- 
mercial association, of which Mr. Forgan is 
president. The bank will come into close 
touch not only. with the local firms in the 
association but with several thousand busi- 
ness houses in neighboring cities and towns 
with which the association is cultivating close 
commercial relations. In fact, it is under- 
stood that the first suggestion of the possi- 
bilities in a new national bank was borne in 
upon Mr. Forgan by his affiliation with the 
big interests behind the Commercial associa- 
tion. 

The capital stock will be wholly paid up 
with a reserve fund at the start of 20 per cent. 
Mr. Forgan will hold the largest interest. 
James B. Forgan, it is announced, will not 
be interested financially in the venture. 


Talks of His Plans.

Sees Politics in Saloon War. 

Corporation Counsel Lewis declared that 
politics “‘ seems to be at the bottom of the 
movement to force Mayor Dunne to close up 
the saloons on Sunday. 

“The state’s attorney and the sheriff of 
Cook county, together with the attorney gen- 
eral,’ he added, “ are the officers whose duty 
it is to enforce the laws of the state.

MURDER MAY BE CHARGED 
IN SHOOTING OF NEWSBOY. 


David Schnell, Broker, Said to Have 
Fired on Robert Theiss After He 
Obeyed Command to Stop. 


There is small chance of recovery for Robert 
Thiess, the newsboy shot Sunday morning 
by David Schnell, grain dealer and member 
of the board of trade. Examination by sur- 
geons at the county hcspital, where the boy 
was taken, revealed the fact yesterday that 
the bullet is lodged against his spinal column 
and splintered bones are pressing against the 
cord. An cperation to remove this pressure 
will be performed today or tomorrow. 

No further explanation of the affair was 
given by Schnell, who declared when arrested 
that he took the boy for a holdup man. The 
shooting occurred in front of Schnell’s home, 
42 Throop street, at 5:45 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The boy had just delivered a paper at 
the home of George Duddleston, next door to 
the Schnell home. 

The man fired once at the boy and then 
ordered him to stop. Young Thiess obeyed, 
and when Schnell was within three or four 
feet of the frightened lad he fired again. 

Schnell’s friends assert that the strange 
man seen running away after the shooting 
by Nathan Oppenheim, manager of the West 
Chicago club house, 50 Throop street, had 
not been with Schnell but was im fact a 
highwayman, and that it was at him the first 
shot was fired. The fact that the boy’s face 
was muffied is given as the reason for the 
mistake. 

The police do not accept Schnell’s story al- 
together. His reticence in telling where he 
“was Saturday night and Sunday morning is 
believed to have some bearing on the case. 
One theory advanced is that Schnell had 
been with a woman and thought the boy was 
her husband and had been lying in wait for 
him, 

Schnell was arraigned before Judge Going 
at the Desplaines division of the Municipal 
court. By agreement with Lieut. Hartford 
his attorney secured a continuance of the 
hearing until Jan. 3, 1907. The bond of $25,- 
000, upon which he was released Sunday, was 
approved by Judge Going.

DISBARS LAWYER REAUGH, 


STATE SUPREME COURT STRIKES , 


HIS NAME FROM ITS LIST. 

Recommendation of Commissioner 
Matheny’s Report That Clay Coun- 
ty District Attorney Be Disgraced 
Is Approved Formally—Decision 
Result of Purported Offers of At- 
termey and Railroad Claim Agent 
te Imfluence Court’, Decision. 


Springfield, Ill., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—&. C. 
Reaugh, district attorney of Clay county, 
was disbarred formally by the Supreme 
court today for the part he played in inti- 
mating he could influence a decision of the 
court in the Hudelson. will case. The order 
was entered on the report of James H. 
Matheny, who .was. appointed. a special 
commissioner to investigate the affair. 
Reaugh will apply for a rehearing. j 

The scandal arose last July, when the 
attorney general called to the attention of 
the court that Reaugh and Attorney Hardy 
N.. Bradford, claim agent of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, had. offered to se! the 
court’s ruling for $10,000. In support of 
their assertions that they could infiuence 
the decision, the attorney genera! said, they 
exhibited advance copies of the ruling. 


Justices Summon Lawyers. 

The justices were convened in extraordi- 
nary and secret session after nightfall when 
the state capitol was deserted. They issued 
summonses for both Reaugh and Bradford. 
But the latter fled to St.Louis and was not 
apprehended. 

Reaugh presented himself before the court 
a few days later on his return to Hiinois 
from a southern state. He pleaded that he 
had entered seemingly into Bradford's 
scheme to secure information on which to 
indict the lawyer. 

Nevertheless, the court did noty accept 
Reaugh’s explanation. It appointed Mathe- 
ny to hear evidence and make a report. 
Witnesses were summoned and the case thor- 
Oughly investigated. 


Decision Offered for $10,000. 


Attorney Jameés Smith of Clay county testi- 
fied ‘that Reaugh and Bradley had ap- 
proached him with an offer to secure a de- 
cision on the Hudelson will case any way 


he wanted. Others gave testimony more or 


less. damaging. .It was brought. out that 
what purported to be a copy of the Supreme 
court’s decision, which had not yet been 
handed down, was displayed as evidence that 
Reaugh and Bradford were in the confidence 
of the. justices. 

For his part, Reaugh called Judge D. B. 
Monroe of Clay county to sustain his defense 
that the district attorney was acting only in 
the pursuit of his duty. Judge Monroe tes- 
tifled that he had advised Reaugh to secure 
all the information possible from Bradford, 
present it to the grand jury and have the 
lawyer indicted. 


Disbarment Is Advised. 

Commissioner Matheny filed his report with 
the court on Sept. 21. In it he advised the 
disbarment of Reaugh. The court today con- 
firmed the report and ordered Reaugh’'s name 
stricken from the roll of practicing attorneys. 

William Hudelson,.a wealthy resident of 
Clay county, left all his property, consisting 
of lands, etc., to the value of about $100,000, 
to Ewing Baptist college, Ewing, Ill, and 
the American Baptist association of Phila- 
delIphia. 

Sult. was brought by the Hudelson heirs 
to break the will. As a result of the suit the 
Clay county court found that the will was 
void. The Supreme court at the October term 
sustained the decision of the lower court.

Supreme Court Rules Council 
SKIDS MUST BE REMOVED. 


Ten Year Franchise to Maintain 
Elevated Passageway De- 
elared Illegal. 


Chicago received a somewhat curious 
Christmas present yesterday from the Ili- 
nois Supreme court. 

Technically it took the form of a defeat, 
the court overruling the contention of for- 
mer Corporation Counsel Tolman that the 
city had a right to legalize sidewalk obstruc- 
tions, Practically it puts a “ big stick” 
where the administration can get it when it 
proceeds, if it ever does, to clear away the 
skids and elevated sidewalks. 

The court held that the city council has no 
power to grant any person the right to raise 
or lower the gritde of the sidewalk or thor- 
oughfare to suit private convenience. 

The suit was a mandamus proceeding 
brought by W. R. Stirling, Hugh McBirney, 
Gregory Brown, and other taxpayers, 
against the Chicago Cold Storage Werehouse 
company, 1582 Indiana avenue, and the city 
of Chicago, and‘it challenged the validity of 
a ten year franchise granted the warehouse 
people for an elevated sidewalk in front of 
their place of business. 

Thc complainants, who are property own- 
ers In the vicinity of the warehouse, had 
grown tired of stumbling up and down three 
steps every time they happened to pass that 
way. Accordingly they started suit to com- 
pel the city to remove the obstruction. The 
case went up through all the courts and 
ended in the city’s defeat. 


Corporation Counsel Pleased. 

“I am satisfied with the decision,”’ said 
Corporation Counsel Lewis. “‘It backs up 
what I have maintained all along—that the 
city could not by any act of its agents set 
aside the right of the public to an unob- 
structed highway. 

“It is a point of law that harks back to 
the city’s victory in the Van Buren street 
tunnel case, where we contended before 
the United States Supreme court that the 
mere fact that the city had tolerated the 
construction by private parties of the Van 
Buren street tunnel did not abrogate the 
city’s right to order its removal at any tim 
it saw fit. 

“A similar decision was handed down re- 
cently by our Appellate court in the case 
of the Rothschild elevated station paseage 
way. I have no doubt that the mayor will 
obey the order of the court and have the 
raised sidewalk removed. The city’s duty 
in the matter is clear. I don’t know what 
will be done in other cases of which com- 
plaint has been made. Thet’s an adminis- 
trative matter.’’ 


Warehouse Owners Aggrieved. 

Officers of the warehouse company said last 
night that they were paying an annual com- 
pensation to the city of $154 for the right to 
elevate the sidewalk for greater convenience 
in unloading their wagons. They feel ag- 
grieved that an example has been made of 
their case, as they claim to be at a point of 
little traffic. They are across the street from 
the Illinois Central coal yards. 


TRAILS DOWN A PROMOTER 
IN YEAR AND A HALF CHASE. 


Chicago Policeman Catches Antonas A. 
Jocis, Accused of Raising $50,000 
by a Confidence Game. 


After a search lasting a year anda half, 
Antanas A. Jocis, 36 years old, president of 
the Scientific Novelty Manufacturing com- 
pany of Chicago, was arrested yesterday in 
New York.’ He is accused of obtaining $50,- 
000 by false pretenses and a confidence game. 

The Scientific Novelty Manufacturing com- 
pany was organized several years ago with a 
capital stock of $1,000,000. Later Jocis or- 
ganized three other companies, selling the 
stock throughout the country at $10 a sha-e. 
The concern came to the notice of the police 
July 12, 1905, when Joseph Lessczyneki, 415 
Morgan street, a druggist, cashed several 
checks which the promotor told him he had 
received from clients in payment for stock. 

Jocis had an office and lived above Lesz- 
cezynski's store. He obtained $1,500 from the 
druggist by turning over to him checks and 
showing him alleged deposits amounting to 
several thousands of dollars at a south side 
bank. A few days later Jocis disappeared 
and, becoming suspicious, Leszczynseki re- 
ported the matter to the police. Lieut. James 
Gleason, then a patrol sergeant, was detailed 
on the case and made a search for the promo- 
tor. 

By means of decoy letters and other 
schemes, Gleason traced Jocis for more than 
a year to several eastern and western cities. 
A few weeks ago Gleason learned that Jocis 
had an office at 420 Broad street, Philadel- 
phia, where he still continued to sell stock 
and collect payments from his clients while 
dodging the police. Jocis’ wife was found at 
the Philadelphia office and early yesterday 
Lieut. Gleason notified the New York police 
to arrest Jocis, who had established an office 
there. 

He was arrested and will be held until 
Lieut.. Gleason arrives with extradition pa- 
pers. Jocis had his mail forwarded by a 
special messenger from the different cities 
in which he had clients, and it was through 
this that his movements were traced part of 
the time by the police. The other companies 
by which Jocis ts alleged to have swindled 
poor people are the General Mercantile com- 
pany, 184 Van Buren street; the Catalogue 
Buyers’ association, 250 Wabash avenue; and 
the International Advertising company, 1818 
Indiana avenue.

In the meantime Mr. Bryce has started on @ 


tour for the purpose of closing up his busi- 
nese affairs, first going to Dublin, where he 
is now conferring with the lord lieutenant, 
the earl of Aberdeen, concerning the trans- 
fer of Irish affairs. Then Mr. Bryce will 
visit his constituents at Aberdeen, returning 
later to London in order to close up his resi- 
dence and hold a final conference with For- 
eign Secretary Grey concerning Anglo-Amer- 
ican questions before sailing for New York. ' 

It is hardly probable that Mr. Bryce will 
again enter the Irish office, as his desk is 
cleared and papers are being adjusted for his 
successor, These preparations for Mr. 
Bryce's departure for Washington are pro- 
ceeding, although his appointment as am- 
bassador has not yet been officially an- 
nounced. 


Why Announcement Is Delayed. 

The delay is ascribed to the formalities 
leading up to the king’s signing the royal 
warrant and to the necessary application 
to the chancellor of the exchequer for the 
dissolution of Mr. Bryce's parliamentary 
service, the latter requirement being due to 
the fact that a member of parliament cannot 
resign, the only way of terminating his 
service being to apply to the chancellor of 
the exchequer for a crown appointment, 
which would have the effect of disqualifying 
him for parliament. 

As soon as these formalities are concluded 
the announcement of Mr. Bryce’s appoint- 
ment to the Washington post will be made. 

The early departure of Sir Mortimer Du- 
rand's succesgor is designed to give the latter 
several weeks in Washington prior to the 
adjournment of congress, thus permitting a 
renewal of the acquaintance made on the oc- 
casion of his last visit, when he was given 
the privilege of the floor of the house of rep- 
re’entatives and was invited to occupy a 
seat at the gpeaker’s desk. 


London Home Is Closed. 

The closing of Mr. Bryce’s Londen home 
points to the probability that Mrs. Bryce will 
accompany her husband to Washington. Mrs. 
Bryce’s grandmother was an American and 
she preserves many American characteristics 
and associations. 

Up to the present time the Bryces have 
moved more among intellectual than fashion- 
able society. They have not entertained ex- 
tensively, although since Mr. Bryce has been 
a member of the cabinet, Mrs. Bryce’'s cabinet 
—oe have been notable for their geni- 
@iity 

The opinion is growing stronger in official 
and diplomatic circles here that Mr. Bryce 
will be named head of the British delegation 
to the next Hague peace conference, and it is 
pointed out that this will be another evidence 
of Great Britain's desire to cedperate with 
the United States, as Mr. Bryce’s presence in 
Washington prior to going to The Hague will 
permit of an arrangement for the pursuance 
of a joint policy there. 

It ls expected that France will join in the 
same movement as a result of the Anglo- 
French entente, thus permitting the United 
States, Great Britain, and France together 
to exercise an important influence oh the 
final results to be achieved at The Hague.

MINORITY STOCKHOLDERS SEE AN 
UNFAIR SCHEME. 


Say E. R. Thomas and His Clique in 
New York Get Much Better Terms 
for Their Knickerbocker Securities 
than Are Offered toe the Ordinary 
Investors—Sections of Alleged Con- 
tract with Western Company Are 
Quoted Showing Great Difference. 


Intimations of favoritism in the recent 
deals by which the majority of the stock of 
the Knickerbocker Ice company is being 
taken over by the newly formed Western Ice 
company became public yesterday when a 
committee of stockholders caused the pub- 
lication of an advertisement warning hold- 
ers of Knickerbocker stock that their inter- 
ests may be jeopardized if they exchange 
their stock for securities of the Western Ice 
company. 

The publication of the notice was followed 
by news from New York to the effect that 
the firm of Thomas Maclay & Co. has en- 
tered into an agreement with the Western 
Ice company to transfer E. R. Thomas’ hold- 
ings of Knickerbocker stock,on a different 
basis from that offered to stockholders in 
general. 

It is sgid that Maclay & Co. have bargained 
to receive for Thomas’ Knickerbocker stock 
securities of the Western Ice company ofa 
face value $2,550,000 greater than on the 
basis proposed to stockholders outside the 
Thomas circle. 

Acording to the acvertisement published 
in Chicago there is apt to be serious friction 
between the holders of preferred and com- 
mon stock. J. N. Wallace, president of the 
Central Trust company of New York, is 
chairman of the protective committee. 


Seeking Copy of Agreement. 


It is announced that a stockholders’ pro- 
tective agreement is to be prepared and stock- 
holders are advised to apply for copies of the 
agreement at the offices of the Central Trust 
company, 54 Wall street, New York. Dis- 
patches from the east stated that Mr. Wal- 
lace and his associates have declared their 
intention of publishing copies of the alleged 


agreement between Thomas Maclay & Co. 
and the Western Ice company for distribu- 


| tion among the stockholders, if it is possible 


to secure an original copy. 

The salient features of the agreement are 
said to be as follows: 

1. Thomas Maclay & Co. agree to sell within 
three months to the Western Ice company 8,600 
shares of preferred stock and 3,501 shares of com- 
mon stock of the Knickerbocker Ice company 
for $3,955,045 in shares of the Western Ice com- 
pany, and $2,985,880 of its bonds. 

2. Thomas Maclay & Co. agree to an option to 
buy $500,000 of the Western Ice company’s bonds. 

8. Thomes Maclay & Co. agree to sell the prop- 
erties of the Graydon Ice company and the Rock- 
for@ Ice company to the Western Ice company 
for $240,000 of ita bonds. 


What Other Shareholders Get. 


In the offer to stockholders generally, it is 
pointed out that for every share of Knicker- 
bocker preferred there is to be given 90 in 
bonds and 25 in stock, and for every share 
in Knickerbocker common 80 in bonds and 
45 in stock. 

Under this plan, the transfer of 3.500 shares 
preferred and 3,501 common would produce 
$2,085,080 in bonds and $1,505,045 in stock 
of the new company, whereas in accordance 
with the alleged secret agreement.

By virtue of this agreement it is further 
stated that Thomas Maclay & Co. will come 
into possession of 79 per cent of the present- 
ly issuable stock of the Western Ice com- 
pany, and will accordingly be able to put 
out new stock and bond issues without con- 
sulting other stockholders.

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ACT 70 STOP RACE CLASH 


TROOPS SENT TO WAHALAK, MISS., 
WHERE NEGROES THREATEN, 


Blacks Assemble in Great Numbers 
and Menace Small White Popula- 
tion Follewing Shooting of Colored 
Passenger by Conductor Who Seeks 
to Quiet Disturbance Aboard Traiz 
Atlanta Takes Precautions te 
Avert Riot by Closing Saloons. 


Meridian, Miss., Dec. 24.—According to re- 
ports received here tonight the negroes for 
miles around have congregated in the town 
of Wahalak, forty miles north of this city, 
and all during this afternoon have paraded 
the streets threatening vengeance to the 
whites. The negro gathering is the result of 
the killing of one negro and the wounding of 
another by a-.conductor while the latter was 
attempting to quell a disturbance aboard his 
train. 

At Wahalak scarcely more than twenty-five 
white persons reside, and in response to a plea 
for protection, Battery I and Company D of 
state militia stationed in this city have been 
ordered to proceed to the scene with all dis- 
patch. They left aboard a special train at 
10 o’clock and should reach Wahalak by 
midnight. The battery, by instructions, car- 
ried a gatling gun and all the men are heavily 
armed. 


Rumor of Clash Not Verified. 

A message from Scooba, the first station 
south of the scene of the trouble, stated that 
a clash has occurred between the races, with 
the result that two white men were killed 
This report, however, is not verified. 

The trouble originated while a passenger 
train was between Wahalak and Scooba in 
a fight between two negroes. Conductor 
Cooper attempted to separate the com- 
batants, when he was attacked by a negro 
known as Spencer. After receiving several 
dangerous knife wounds, Cooper fired cn his 
assailant, seriously wcunding him and kill- 
ing an unknown negro. When Wahalak wae 
reached Spencer, though badly wounded, left 
the train, and when Constable O’Brien at- 
tempted to effect his capture the negro shot 
and killed the officer. Spencer then escaped 
to the woods, with a posse in pursuit. At laet 
reports the negro had succeeded in evading 
his pursuers. 


Steps to Aver@l Race Riot. 

Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 24.—To avoid a possi- 
bility of any repetition of recent race rioting 
in this city, Mayor Woodwara today issued a 
peremptory order closing all saloons in the 
city at 4 o'clock this afternoon, to remain 
closed until Wednesday morning. 

For several weeks indefinite rumors have 
been heard that Christmas was to be made 
the occasion of an attack upon the negroes in 
Atlanta. No such rumor could be traced to 
an authoritative source, but the effect has 
been to drive many negroes from the city. 
Several “K. K. K.”’ notices were posted 


/ about the streets Saturday morning last. 


While no serious consideration has been 
given to these, a reward of $200 was offered 
by Mayor Woodward for evidence to convict 
any person of posting these or in any way 
inciting to rioting. The law requires that all 
saloons be closed on wuristmas day, but nevere 
before has the law been put in force on 
Christmas eve.

Washington was the guest at a banquet 
given tonight by tae Civic league, an or- 
ganization of the leading negroes of Kana- 
wha county, upon his return to his boyhood 
home.

TRAIN PLUNGES 75 FEET. 


Passengers on Southern Pacific Miracu- 
lously Escape Death in Cal- 
ifornia. 


San José, Cal., Dec. 24.—Eighteen persons 
were injured, several of them seriously, and 
a whole trainload of three score passengers 
severely shaken up this morning when two 
day coaches and the baggage car of Southern 
Pacific train No. $02, bound from Oakland to 
Wrights, left the track on a curve near Bir- 
mingham Siding and plunged seventy-five 
feet down an embankment. That many were 
not killed outright is due to the fact that the 
train had slowed down before it struck the 
curve, where it is supposed the spreading 
rails caused the accident.

Banker Does Not Explain. 

The ex-banker spent yesterday and he will 
spend today in the custody of Deputy United 
States Marshal Wainwright. A statement of 
the bank’s condition was furnished him by 
the receiver, but he did not throw any light 
upon the ition of the bank funds. 

“ He has claiming,” said Receiver 
Frank H. Jones, *‘ that he could explain the 
whole thing as soon as he got a statement 
of the bank’s condition. We have furnished 
him this statement. It is up to him now. 
If he does not make the explanation you can 
draw your own conclusions.”’ 

“TI have nothing to say,” said Mr. Atkin- 
son, “I have received the receiver's state- 
ment, but I have no explanation to make.” 


Hints at Secret Disposition. 

The suspicion that the funds were disposed 
of by Atkinson in some secret way was 
volced by Robert H. Muir of Cicero, one 
of the depositors. He told the story of 
the mysterious trunks which Atkinson 
shipped out of Clyde and Riverside the Su.- 
day before tae bank failure. 

“We thought it was strange,” said Mr. 
Muir. “On Sunday Mr. Atkinson shipped 
two trunks from Clyde to New Orleans. 
Two more were shipped from Riverside 
the same morning, according to rumor. 
Another was shipped from Morton Park.” 

Attorney Jacob Ringer, acting for the re- 
celver, said he believed the money from the 
bank had gone to the ring of conspirators 
in other cities wita whom Atkinson was 
associated. 


Atkinson Denies Charge. 

Atkinson did not appear disturbed when 
told of the trunk story. He said that the 
money was all turned back into the bank 
and that the trunks had nothing to do with it. 

Attorney John J. Sherlock, representing 
the trustees of the town of Cicero, said: 

“Treasurer Griske and Town Collector 
Hill will be held responsible for the money 
they paid into the Lincoln bank. We will 
take action probably against the Metropoli- 
tan Surety company, their bondsman.”’ 

The explanations of E. B. Rosenfeld as to 
the funds that were poured into the Wauke- 
sha Water company were not forthcoming 
yesterday. Mr. Rosenfeld was to appear 
before Mr. Ringer and tell the story, but he

BISHOP M’CABE IS _ BURIED. 


Impressive Funeral Services in Evans- 
ton Attended by Dignitaries of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


The body of Bishop Charles C. McCabe, 
who died last Wednesday in New York, was 
interred yesterday in Rosehill cemetery after 
impressive services at First Methodist Epis- 
copal church, Evanston. The church was 
crowded to its capacity. 

Eulogies of the dead bishop were delivered 
by Bishop Willlam F. McDowell of Chicago, 
Bishop H. W. Warren of Denver, Colo.; 
Bishop Joseph Berry of New York; Bishop 
John M. Walden of Cincinnati; Bishop Earl 
Cranston of Washington, D, C.; Bishop David 
Moore of Portland, Ore.; and the Rev. Tim- 
othy F. Frost, pastor of the church. 

Bishop Warren described Bishop McCabe 
as the “ singing bishop ”’ of angelic nature. 
“What an addition he is to heaven,” he 
said. ‘‘God gathers hig jewels out of the 
world. Bishop McCabe was one of the choic- 


‘Our church has given large hospitality to 
unique men,”’ said Bishop McDowell. “ Our 
history is rich in individual character, but we 
never had another like the one whose body 
lies before us today, silent and motionless 
and strange in its repose. 

“ Today we remember his unfailing cour- 
age and optimism. He would not believe that 
the church or the country was going to the 
bad. He would pile up a mountain of facts 
to show that they were going to the good, and 
always do it in such a way and with such 
facts that men hearing him would want to 
go straight to work to make both church and 
country better. To him our country was the 
best country: under any flag; our church the 
best church under the cross, and he could 
prove it.” 

Prior to the services at the church brief 
services, attended almogt exclusively by the 
clergy, were held at the residence of Mrs. 
R. R. McCabe, sister-in-law of the late 
bishop. 


Col. James E. Pepper of Lexington, Ky,., 
Victim of Heart and Lung 
Trouble. 


New York, Dec. 24.—Col. James E. Pepper, 
a well known distiller and horseman of Lex- 
ington, Ky., died at the Waldorf-Astoria to- 
night. ._ Death wags due to heart and lung 
trouble#which was aggravated by the shock 
received last Thursday when the _ colonel 
slipped on the street and fractured one of his 
legs. Mrs. Pepper, who has been ill for sev- 
eral days, was not told of her husband's death 
tonight. Col. Pepper was 55 years of age. 

When a physician's certificate was sent to 
the authorities stating that a broken leg was 
one of the causes of death a@ coroner was or- 
dered to investigate. The coroner declared 
there was nothing suspicious in the death. 

Col. Pepper for many years owned a big 
string of race horses. He was known best 
to turfmen perhaps as owner and breeder 
of King’s Courier. King’s Courier raced here 
as a 2 year old in 18898 and was practically 
unbeatable. Later, as John A. Drake’s en- 
try, he won $1,000,000 In England. 

Col. Pepper also was owner of the famous 
stallion Kantanka. Four years ago, Col, 
Pepper went into partnership in the horse 
racing business with Dr. J. Grant Lyman, a 
promoter. There was trouble in the manage- 
ment of the stable, which resulted in forfeits 
not being paid and the stable being sold out. 

In 1902 Col. Pepper had a stable of thirty 
horses. Among some of the best known of 
his racers have been Love Note, Par Excel- 
lence, Roxane, Whiskey King, John Barley- 
corn, and King Pepper.

That was part of the comment of Fred 
C. ‘Sanborn, 1237 North Western avenue, 
when he learned yesterday that a verdict 
for $21,100, with interest, in his favor had 
been affirmed by the Supreme court. 

Sanborn was injured five years ago wile 
helping unload an iron beam for the Grace- 
Hyde Construction company, and will be a 
cripple for Ufe. A derrick broke, and the 
heavy beam fell on Sanborn, breaking his 
back, For nearly a year he was confined 
to hig bed, encased in a steel jacket, con- 
structed by Dr. J. B. Armstrong. Five 
doctors told him he couldn't live. Today 
he moves about in a crudely constructed 
wheel chair.

When seen at their humble home last even- 
ing, Sanborn, and his wife, and their 12 year 
old daughter Mary were clustéred about a 
little wood stove planning for Christmas, 

“Just five years ago yesterday Fred was 
brought home after the accident, as we all 
feared? he would die. I tell you, tomorrow 
will be a decidedly different Christmas for 
* said Mrs. 
Sanborn, who has endeavored to support the 
family since her husband was injured by 
running a Httle cigar and ice cream store. 

“ That's right,” eaid Mr. Sanborn, refiec- 
tively. “ We haven't had any Christmas 
sinee then, either, but--by the way, Mary, it 
isn't too late to get a turkey yet this evening, 
is it? Turkey! Jee! Wouldn't one taste 
good?” he added, with a laugh. 


Wants a Nice Rolling Chair. 


The daughter, Mary, looked on with won- 
dering eyes, hardly knowing what it was 
all about. 

‘*Mamma and I want only one thing for 
Christmas,” she said, “‘and that’s a nice 
rolling chair for papa. We've talked about 
getting one lots of times, Papa made that 
one himself, and it hasn't even got rubber 
tires." 

John F. Waters, Mr. Sanborn’'s attorney, 
telephoned the good news to the cripple in 
the afternoon. Mr, Sanborn gaid his attor- 
ney had helped to support him and his fam- 
ily since he was injured. Sanborn is 85 
years old: He is a veteran of the Spanish 
war, having served in company C, Third 
Mississippi infantry, but he gets no pension.

WHEN NOT TO SHAKE. 

By « felicitous thohgh probably un- 
expected coincidence a principal of a pub- 
lic schoo] will be brought to judgment on 
the 8th of January, the so-called Jackson's 
day, the anniversary of the glorious battle 
of New Orleans. He will be arraigned 


for violently and in a militant. spirit laying 


hand on a pupil within his jurisdiction, 
whereas the rules and regulations provide 
that no teacher shall lay hands on a scholar 
sive in the way of kindness. It is true 
that both the sufferer and his mother 
admit’ cheerfully that the teacher merely 
shook the refractory pupil, and the boy 
with no animosity concedes that he de- 
served the shaking, but all such testimony 
is worthless in the light of the plain letter 
of the lew. 

The laws of the school board were made 
to be enforced, not te be disregarded, and, 
even é@hould a boy implore the remedial 
blessing of a “licking,” and should his 
mother second his plea with a tearful re- 
quest for immediate execution, the teacher 
is forbidden to grant the favor. He may 
not go so far as to shake a boy, however 
provoked by the fact that the offender is 
“ whispering to the kid behind,” for while 
such shaking may be a positive kindness 
in the long run it is forbidden for senti- 
mental and other adequate reasons. <A 
boy’s feelings, physical and mental, , are 
too sacred to justify any interpretation 
of pedagogic duty on the part of a hired 
instructor. 

It is impossible to predict the outcome 
of the arraignment of the principal who 
permitted his impatience to overcome his 
respect for the wise and humane laws of 
the school board. If he pleads guilty and 
manifests the proper signs of contrition, 
and if his conduct up to the time of this 
illegal shaking has been exemplary, it is 
likely that he will be allowed to escape 
with a stern and dignified reprimand. In 
all probability the testimony and forgiving 
prayers of the shaken boy and his un- 
shaken mother will be taken into account 
by the board of judges, who will not fail 
to commend the Christian spirit which so 
soon forgets an injury.

This ranking is not based enly on comparative

As to the season's injuries. Careful compila-

about one-third ag many lesser injuries. More 
important still is the fact that the injuries under 
the present style of play are of not ao serious & 
nature as in the old days when contusions, result- 
ing from the close formations, occasionally resulted 
in serious and abiding consequences. 


Criticises Eliot and Butler. 
Mr. Whitney criticises President Eliot of 
Harvard and President Butler of Columbia 
for their hostile attitude toward football. In 
this cennection he writes as follows: 


It should, I suspect, be accepted in the light of 
a compliment to its inherent qualities that the 
bare mentioa of football appears to everturn the 
equilibrium of two suck distinguished seholare as 
President Charles W. Elict of Harvard and Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia. Dr, 
Butler, no doubt im @ state of nerves last year 
over the failure of his athletic committee to turn 
out either clean teams or strong teams, cut the 
Gordian knot by abolishing football, thereby creat- 
ing some amusement among those who remem- 
bered the reiterated Columhia faculty excuse of 
‘no power” for athletic uncleaniiness. To the 
outsider it would seem that power to abolish the 
game presupposed power to clean it-—but let that 
s8. 

“wo; Elfot seems always to have had the desire 
to veto football, but some guiding ange! hae stayed 
his hand: and apparently he tries to make up for 
his deling y by maligning the game as often 
as chance offers. Both these distinguished gentie- 
men indeed frequently utter sentiments caicu- 
lated to open the eyes of their friends in amaze~- 
ment. 

It does not-redound Lng neg credit of an educator 
when troubles come t American game 
that he should shirk oF es tecabiity, instead of 
lending a helptng hand to correct the evils fasten- 
ing upon an otherwise healthful bedy; to cut off a 
good game, the best at the service of the American 
boy, because of its small amount of evil, instead 
of helping to cut out the evil and save the game, is 
like cutting off a man’s hand to get rid of a wart. 
Those who look at facts with open eyes and a 
broad mind know that football is a healthful and 
a mandy and a needful feature of student life. If 
college presidents would address themselves in 
private to the correction of some of the athietic 
ills, ag becomes a university educator, instead of 
public slanging of a game, suffering partially 
through their own neglect of duty, their utterances 
would be received with woere te respectful attention.

Cash wheat was in slow demand yesterday, 
the market being of a holiday character. The 
dark, cloudy weather was also against the 
sellers, buyers not caring to look at the sam- 
ples. Receipts are expected to increase 
slightly in the near fture. At Minneapolis 
No. 1 northern was quoted 
slower demand than usual for the offerings. 
Stocks increased 825,000 bu for two days. 
The southwestern markets were closed. In 
the local sample markets prices were \4@%o 
lower for corn and %@%c off for oats.

50,000 bu oats. No sales were reported at the 


seaboard. 


Good buying of wheat at 77%c by commis- 
sion houses, led by Shearson-Hamill, Logan- 
Bryan, Bartlett-Frazier, and Ware-Leland, 
checked the decline in wheat. There was also 
some buying by shorts. Lindman and Bros- 
seau were moderate buyers. Barrett, Ran- 
kin, Barrell, Daggett, and Peavey were on the 
selling side. Congdon-Steever led the buying 
of corn early. Later there was buying by 
Patten, Hulburd-Warren-Chandler, Wood- 
bury, Wagner, Rosenbaum, and Nye-Jenks, 
the latter buying December. Updike was 
about the best seller, with Harris-Scotten, 
Bartlett-Frazier, and Nye-Jenks selling May 
moderately. Creighton, Patten, Updike, 
Sterling, and Northern Grain were the best 
buyers of oats. Selling was scattered. 
Hately Bros. bought lard; Brosseau, pork; 
John Cudahy, January pork and lard: and 
Tietgens, May lard. Tietgens sold January 
ribs early. Selling otherwise was scattered.
